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Computer Power: The Tone Curve 



Striving to give these pictures dimension as distinct worlds, there 
was the challenge of presenting the encompassing richness of an 
environment, which so largely depends on the atmosphere of the 
moment and the dynamic movement, such as sound, wind or 
sunlight. Strong computerized colours to the rescue!

Here begins the part of a fabulous tool of Corel PHOTO-PAINT®, on 
which this issue's title is a wordplay: The "tone curve" visualizes 
the balance between shadows, middle tones and highlights in a 
given picture. Shaping it brings to the artists disposal complete 
alteration of the image's palette, mood and perceived detail. This 
procedure is at the core of the entire process. The actual content of 
the photos remains unchanged. 

The aim was to hit a palette, which would convey a sense of 
something glowing in the dark and be suited for large posters, 
creating a space of its own. The flow of the tone curve determines 
the roughness: grainy pictures in these collections have curves with 
right angles and sudden drops!
